visitors who were studying the dairy 
development in their county. 
Iii this 
particular respect Lewisburg gave tis 
lite best reception on our tour. 
With 
these mein all present and bloating 
dairying ii was no wonder to us that 
they had done big things. 
After Die banquet, we asked for a 
conference with some of rite bankers 
Hind two or three others. 
We then 
learned that the e linty was forced 
into dairy business by the boll weevil. 
rho bankers confessed that they were 
skeptical a t first about the dairy busi­ 
ness, however, they took a chance and 
began to make I clans for purchasing 
cows. 
They were still doubtful about 
the success of dairying but so fa r as 
the loans were concerned, consoled 
themselves with the fact that they 
had the farm ers' notes and they had 
their mortgages and they also had 
patrons 
with 
a 
c milton 
interest. 
Their doubt was finally dispelled by 
the success of the new venture and I lie 
bankers dismissed this part of tho 
story 
by 
saying 
that 
“everything 
worked out < >. K.” 
Although the bankers were at first 
skeptical, their deposits have increased 
50 per cent w ithin six years. 
Tho 
inim lier of depositors has increased 
25 ]>er cent and savings dei nisi ts now 
equal individual deposits. 
.Six years 
ago there were very few savings ac­ 
counts. 
Credit business has been re­ 
duced 50 per cent. 
One banker stated 
that 
"in a one-crop cotton section 
bankers lie awake at night worrying 
liver their business but they can now 
sleep 
at 
night 
because 
they 
have 
twelve pay days a year.” 
The farm ers are doing well t<jo, be­ 
cause they have twelve pay days a 
year, and for the further reason that 
their crop yields have already increas­ 
ed 25 lier cent due to the use of barn­ 
yard alamire. All of them save manure 
and 20 per cent of them use manure 
spreaders. 
A though this is an old 


cotton county, very little commercia, 
fertilizer is used. 
Farm ers are also 
improving their pastures. 
There is 
now an average of 25 acres of tame 
grass per farm. 
Again someone made 
the statem ent that “the foundation of 
the dairy business is good pastures.” 
The University of Tennessee recog­ 
nizes rite need for pasture improve­ 
ment iii order to m ake dairying moi* 
profitable with the result that many 
of the county agents are conducting 
pasture demonstrations as a part ol 
their regular program of work. 
Also 
Tennessee has the most extensive pas­ 
ture experiments in the United States 
sit 
their 
sub-experiment 
station at 
Columbia, Tennesee, which we visited 
in e iiipany with Mr. Harm on, district 
agent, at this station there are many 
grasses grown both separately and in 
combinations. 
We are told that, up 
to the '.present, sudan grass has pro­ 
duced the most milk ]x*r acre. 
My, 
what a lesson tor us! 
W e lr in north­ 
west Texas where sudan is grown so 
easily and so well. 
It should he re­ 
called that Chillicothe was the first 
place in the United States that sudan 
grass was grown, 
And every farm er 
in northwest Texas can successfully 
grow this wonderful grass which has 
become a common grass yet one of the 
best summer grasses known for milk 
production. 
Let’s start a program th a t will give 
us more grass and “milk and money.” 
The county bankers association of 
Lee county, Mississippi is responsible 
for a large dairy industry in thai 
county and particularly around Tupelo 
according to S. J. 
High, president 
Peoples Bank & T rust Company of 
Tupelo. 
This county bankers associa­ 
tion was organized in 1916 and for the 
past six years has kept a full-time 
dairy expert, paying bim $6000 per 
year. 
There are nine batiks in this 
association and all participate in this 
dairy program. 
We are told that the county was 
broke in 1916 and th at t he dairy pr< • 
gram started from dire necessity. The 
boll weevil bad a rriv e d . 
The dairy 
program was .started by using pure 
bred sires and improving the herds. 
This work is still going on. 
Forty 
pure bred bulls were placed in the 
county from October 1927 to Augrim- 
1928. 
The 
banks 
have 
uniformly 
bt tight cows, buying one for each cow 
already owned. 
The dairy cow popu­ 
lation has increased now to 20,000. 
Dairy 
development 
has 
brought 
about a need for better pastures and 
tile county bunkers association put 
themselves behind this pregram . They 
bought $6000 worth of grass seed for 
cash at wholesale (prices aud sold it 
to the farm ers at cost, the fn i'm err 
paying cash. 
A 
creamery 
was 
established 
sn 


Tupelo the sam e year the county bank­ 
ers 
association 
was organized and 
this creamery is still in operation. 
It 
now lias 500 patrons and in 1927 this ; 
creamery made one million pounds of j 
butter. 
The Carnation Milk Company, look- j 
ing for a condensery location, became i 
Interested in I xx* county because of j 
the activities of the county bankers 
association in permanently developing J 
a dairy industry in Lee county and in j 
1927 the C arnation people completed 
a condensery at Tupelo at a cost of 
$450,000. 
Last summer (1928) when 
we were there this plant had 1400 
milk patrons and was receiving 60,000 
to 80,000 pounds of milk daily.

creamery was not hurt by the conden­ 
sery but on the contrary, the creamery 


is d ing a larger business than before
